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WORK has begun to return 
Greenwich Park to normal after 
hosting an astonishing equestrian 
and modern pentathlon Olympics, 
which ended with a glittering crop 
of medals for Team GB.

GAMESTRADE FINDINGS 


THE impact of the Olympics and 
Paralympics on businesses in Royal 
Greenwich is now being evaluated. 

And its long-term legacy will be 
monitored over the next few years by the 
royal borough. 

Early feedback has already been logged 
from businesses in all the venues where 
events were held.

The pubs that changed 
their names for the 
Paralympic Games A

A PAIR of Greenwich pubs 
got into the Paralympic 
spirit by taking on new 
identities for the Games. 

The Pilot Inn at Greenwich 
Peninsula flew the flag 
when it was renamed The 
Wheelchair Basketballer’, and 
was used as a base for Team 
GB’s sharpshooters who were 
battling it out at the North 
Greenwich Arena. 

And the Greenwich Tavern 
by Greenwich Park was so 
inundated with equestrian 
medallists that it was 
rebranded The Gold and 
Saddle’. 

GT caught up with five-time 
Paralympian Colin Price at 
The Wheelchair Basketballer. 
He told us: “It was a fantastic 
idea to rename the pub. It’s 
become a real meeting place 
for people from all over the 
world who haven’t seen each 
other for years.” 

The Brits’ friends and 
families had booked out the 
pub’s bed and breakfast rooms, 
but downstairs in the bar, it 
was an international affair. 

British Wheelchair Basketball 
chief exec, Charlie Bethel said: 
“We’ve had the Americans 
down here, the Dutch down 
here and the Brazilians. 

“Who are the biggest boozers? 
The Brits!” he joked - “but 
they were banned from coming 
in until after the competition 
ended. There was usually one 
or two Americans in here, they 
like a drink.” 

The pub’s proximity to the 
North Greenwich Arena made 
it the ideal location. 

Charlie added: “We were 


looking for somewhere to stay, 
and we met with the brewery 
and put three ideas to them. 
One was to have a base, two 
was to rename a beer and the 
third was to rename the pub. 

“They wouldn’t change the 
beers’ names, but the one we 
thought they wouldn’t go for - 
changing the name of the pub, 
they were fine about, so we 
were well chuffed about that.” 

Special ramps were put in to 
make access easier, and the 
success of the venue has given 
Charlie a new headache. 

“I’ve been to two other Games 
and there was nowhere that 
everyone could meet, and 
you’d spend forever trying 
to organise to catch up with 
each other, so having a base is 
something really important,” 
he said. 

“It has set me a challenge 
for 2016 in that I’ve got to 
find somewhere as good as 
this. Copacabana beach is the 
target!” 

Over at the Gold and 
Saddle on King William 
Walk, manager Suzy Finding 
said: “We changed the name 
just after Team GB starting 
winning gold medals for 
showjumping, and so many 
gold medalists were coming in. 
The atmosphere was great. 

“The police were brilliant as 
well, and visitors were trying 
on their helmets, and being 
photographed wearing them. 

“Although we were open 
for normal hours, we opened 
earlier for breakfasts because 
of all the people. The best bit 
was meeting all the teams 
who came in, as well as all the 
families.”

PARENTS are working with schools 
in a new education scheme designed 
to help strengthen relationships 
between children, their families and 
schools. 

So far 80 families with children at 
Morden Mount, Discovery, Horn Park 
and Middle Park primary schools have 
helped to pilot the Families and School 
Together (FAST) programme in the royal 
borough. 

The programme involves parents 
attending after-school sessions with their 
children to take part in various games 
and activities over an eight-week period. 
Now further programmes are being 
planned at other primary schools and 
children’s centres and at a royal borough 
secondary school. 

The aim of FAST is to support the 
development of family relationships - 
with each other, with schools and with the 
wider community. Organised activities 
create an opportunity to understand 
emotions and communicate in a fun way. 

The entire family is invited to attend 
FAST activities, which also include 
parents holding ‘one-to-ones’ with their 
children in order to give them their 
full, uninterrupted attention. Parents 
are coached by a team of FAST trained 
volunteers (consisting of other parents, 
community and school volunteers) in 
how to get the most out of the activities 
for their children, and are encouraged 
to prepare meals together with their 
children for sharing at the FAST sessions. 

The research based programme 
originally developed in America has 
been implemented in countries around 
the world due to its impressive track 
record in improving children’s academic 
performance and bringing children and 
their parents closer together. Royal 
Greenwich staff are amongst the first 
group in the UK to graduate as certified 
FAST trainers. 

The programme is being run in

partnership with the charity Save the 
Children and FAST UK with funding 
from the Royal Borough of Greenwich 
and the supermarket chain Morrisons. 

The first royal borough parents who 
volunteered to complete a course earlier 
this summer received certificates from 
Coronation Street actress and Save the 
Children supporter Helen Worth who 
called in at Horn Park Primary School. 

One of the first parent graduates was 
Andrea Griffiths, who took part with two 
of her children, daughters - Aimee, aged 
6, and Chloe, aged 5 - who attend Horn 
Park Primary School. 

She said: “Being a parent means you 
are on a constant learning curve. You 
can’t possibly know everything about 
parenting, so I really recommend coming 
to a course like this with an open mind.” 

And she added: “All in all, I think it 
was fun and exciting for parents and for 
children. It opened my eyes to new skills 
and techniques to help me as a parent 
and it was so nice to get to know other 
local families. In fact I found it so useful 
I’ve asked to do the course again!” 

Cllr Jackie Smith, the royal borough’s 
cabinet member for children’s services, 
said: “The FAST programme has helped 
parents and their children in a number 
of our schools to develop important 
connections with their school and 
the local community, and I offer my 
congratulations and good wishes to all 
those parents who have completed the 
programme. The royal borough plans to 
offer more families the opportunity to go 
through the FAST scheme as we can see 
that it brings them all sorts of benefits.”

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The royal borough was chosen to 
receive the statue of the Greek Goddess 
of Victory on behalf of the capital after 
hosting a third of all the Olympic and 
Paralympic events. 

The four-metre high statue, created by 
world-famous sculptor, Pavlos Angelos 
Kougioumtzis, was presented to 
London as host city for the 2012 Games 
by the Ancient City of Olympia which 
initiated the tradition of presenting 
a statue of Nike to host cities in 1996 
to mark the centenary of the modern 
Olympic era. 

The Ancient City is the site for the 
lighting of the Olympic Torch, lit by 
the rays of the sun to herald the start 
of each Olympiad. 

The presentation of the statue marks 
a new friendship between the city and 
London. It also marked the closing 
of the 30th Olympiad in London, and 
signalled London’s farewell to the 2012 
Olympic and Paralympic Games. 

The artwork was unveiled in front of 
the Dial Arch by royal borough Mayor 
Cllr David Grant and the Mayor of 
Ancient Olympia Efthimios Kotzas 
last Sunday morning. 

Members of The King’s Troop Royal 
Horse Artillery based at Woolwich 
Barracks mounted guard at the 
ceremony, marked by a fanfare from 
a bugler from the Princess of Wales’s 
Royal Regiment. 

Also present were some of royal 
Greenwich’s 200 volunteers who helped 
to welcome thousands of visitors 
during the Games. 

The ceremony ended with a

Royal borough leader Chris Roberts 
said: “Today marks the conclusion of 
London’s Olympic and Paralympic 
Games, nine years after a bid was 
first formulated, seven since it was 
successful and just 45 days since the 
memorable Opening Ceremony.

lifted 

LIFE for pedestrians and motorists 
in the royal borough is starting to 
get back to normal after the end of 
the Olympics and Paralympics, with 
most traffic restrictions now lifted. 
Roads that formed part of the 
Paralympic Route Network are 
back to as they were before. The 
temporary one-way system around 
Greenwich town centre was 
withdrawn last Wednesday night 
(September 5), and restrictions from 
the Sun in the Sands to Greenwich 
Park lifted. 

However, Charlton Way is still 
closed, but will reopen on Friday 
(September 14). Ha Ha Road near 
the Royal Artillery Barracks 
in Woolwich will reopen next 
Wednesday (September 19). The 
footbridges to Greenwich Park are 
due to be removed next week: the 
bridge over Romney Road is set to 
be removed overnight on Monday, 
September 17 and the bridge over 
the A2 Shooters Hill on Wednesday 
night, September 19.

Max... = 





Kath Bygraves tells GT about 
her special relationship with 
superstar brother Max, who 
passed away last month... 


THROUGH his long, illustrious 
career, Max Bygraves was the 
epitome of confidence. He always 
had a line, he always had the 
audience in the palm of his hand. 

There was only one occasion during 
his seven decades in showbiz that he 
got nervous. 

“It was when he did the Royal 
Command Performance,” his sister 
Kath told GT. “He was in front of 
the Queen for the first time. He was 
standing on the side of the stage and 
nerves were kicking in. A guy who 
was going on before him saw that, and 
offered him a pill and said: ‘Here, have 
one of these, you’ll go out there and 
you’ll knock ‘em dead.’ 

“Max told him: ‘If I can’t get from 
here to that microphone without that 
then I shouldn’t be here.’ He would 
never do that. He said that if you’re 
like that then you shouldn’t be there. 
And as soon as he got on the mic, he 
was away.” 

From an early age he knew he would 
be famous, said Kath, who’s lived in 
East Greenwich for 50 years. 

“I think Max had this belief in 
himself. He told me once that he knew 
when he was five that he would be 
a star.” Another incident at school 
showed just what the young Max was 
prepared to go through to get on stage.

“He was 12, and there was a school 
play and he was going to be Joseph. 
He was going to school and he was 
late. He started to run and he fell over 
- smack - and broke his arm. And he 
went to school with this arm flopping 
all over the place and he did the play. 
As soon as the play had finished he 
held up his arm and said ‘I think I’ve 
broken it!”’ 

Since Max passed away on August 
31 at the age of 89, Kath has been 
inundated with cards and phone calls. 

“Every day I’ve had phone calls and 
letters. It’s so lovely for people to do 
that, and I’d like to thank everyone 
because it means such a lot. 

“I went over to the club at the Arches 
and all the ladies came over and 
cuddled me and said it was such a 
loss. But he was nearly 90, and there is 
a time when you are born and a time 
when you die, and you haven’t got 
any say in the matter. That was the 
life that he lived, and he loved every 
minute of it.” 

Kath was one of six children, she 
the second youngest, Max the second 
oldest, and 10 years her senior. 

He was in the RAF during World War 
Two, and moved to Plumstead from 
the family home in Rotherhithe when 


the conflict was over. His career on 
the stage was taking off, and while he 
was away on tour, Kath and her sisters 
would be sent over by their mother to 
help out his heavily pregnant wife 
Blossom. 

“We hadn’t been outside of 
Rotherhithe, and when she said 
Plumstead she could have said 
Australia, because we just didn’t go 
outside the Rotherhithe Tunnel,” she 
said. “Blossom made a bed up for me 
on the settee, and I was awoken at 
three in the morning when she said 
‘Kath, you need to call an ambulance, 
the baby’s on the way. 

“There were no phones in houses 
in those days, so I put a coat over my 
nightclothes and went down the hill 
to the phone box. It had been snowing 
and the snow was up to my knees, but 
I made it!” 

Max was constantly on the road, 
away from home for months on end. 

“Were there ever times it got him 
down? No. Never. He loved it. The last 
time I saw him was down in Dartford. 
I went with about eight girlfriends 
of mine, and he came on the stage 
- he hadn’t even opened his mouth - 
and the crowd gave him a standing 
ovation. 

“He was so natural. There were 
never any nerves. The stars that are 
big, they know it’s their job.” 
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Update voting 
register details 

RESIDENTS are being reminded to update 
their electoral register details to ensure 
they are able to vote in future elections.

It is 
an offence for any household to fail to 
give the information requested by the 
electoral registration officer or on the 
household form and those who do could 
face a conviction or a fine up to £1,000.

ROYAL borough residents 
can get into the joys of 
cycling by hiring a bike for 
£10 a month in a scheme 
run by NHS Greenwich. 

It’s a six-month pilot by the 
London Cycling Campaign 
(LCC) and On Your Bike 
and the project aims to 
improve fitness, reduce traffic 
congestion and save people 
money. 

Locals can use the scheme 
to cycle to work or just for 
leisure and to try cycling 
before actually buying a bike. 

The scheme was launched 
last month and already 80 
people have registered an 
interest while 30 people have 
loaned out a bike. 

Most of them are using the 
bike more than three times a 
week for between 30 minutes 
and two hours, helping them 
reach their recommended 30 
minutes of exercise per day. 

Feedback from cyclists 
has included: “Cycling is 
much quicker than driving 
during rush hour. Cycled 
to Greenwich to watch the 
Olympic torch - a definite

Children flock to new play area in Thamesmead

EXCITING new play 
equipment is thrilling 
children living near 
Gallions Reach Park in 
West Thamesmead. 

The specially-designed area 
in the park includes a mini- 
trampoline for infants aged 
between three and seven, and 
a separate junior play area 
for eight to 13-year-olds where 
they can go on a twister and a 
“hurricane swing”.

Many of them had 
come straight from the West 
Thamesmead Summer Activities 
Programme commissioned by 
the royal borough and held at 
Heronsgate Primary School for 
five to 11-year-olds, and at the 
Discovery Children’s Centre for 
the under-fives. 

Eight-year-old Leon Patroklou 
told GT: “I really liked the play 
scheme and I really like the park. 
My favourite is the climbing 
frames.” 

His mum Melanie added: “We 
live two minutes away from the 
park, so we will be coming here 
all the time.” 

Angela Amegadzie, also eight, 
said: “My favourite bit of the 
play scheme was making a

The royal borough’s red army worked 
alongside thousands of London 
Ambassadors in pink and LOCOG 
gamesmakers in their purple and red 
outfits, providing specialist local 
knowledge on local attractions and 
facilities. 

The team of almost 200 over 16s were 
recruited by the royal borough which 
posted notices and ads in community 
centres, libraries and in Greenwich Time. 

More than 600 people initially expressed 
an interest in volunteering for the 
Games with 200 going on to complete 
the three-day training session with the 
Volunteer Centre Greenwich. And even 
before they’d stepped out on the streets, 
volunteers had given a total of 3,250 
hours of their time. 

Support worker Catherine Ayemoba, 
45, from Woolwich was keen to volunteer 
and said: “I found out about becoming a 
volunteer at the New Wine Church. I was 
really excited and wanted to be involved 
in the Games, no matter how big or 
small. I have children that are growing 
up and going to school here, and I wanted 
to show them an example of contributing 
back to the community they are part 
of. I’ve really enjoyed meeting people 
and working with the other volunteers, 
they’ve all been great.” 

Sixty -three-year-old James Geddis from 
Eltham was based at General Gordon 
Square. He said: “I’d wanted to be a 
gamesmaker but all those vacancies 
were taken. While I was down at the 
Tourist Information Centre in Greenwich 
I found out more about being a borough 
volunteer. Thankfully, there were 
vacancies and I was determined that I’d 
be part of the Games in some way. It’s 
such a once-in-a-lifetime opportunity, I 
didn’t want to pass the chance. I wanted 
to be able to give something back to the 
area and I’m really proud of Greenwich’s 
role in the Games.” 


watching the area come alive with people 
wearing different colours from their 
countries.

Kelly, who is in the third year of a 
film studies degree at the University 
of Greenwich, said: “I liked the whole 
experience, as well as trying to promote 
Greenwich as a nice place.

Singing to 
the choir 

IF you've ever seen the film Sister Act, where 
inner-city school children are recruited to 
become part of a successful church choir, 
you'll appreciate the idea of taking raw talent 
and helping shape it to become something 
amazing. 

A similar concept is in its fourth year at 
Blackheath Halls. The Blackheath Goes Gospel 
project returns on Monday September 17 and 
invites people from the community of all ages, 
creeds and backgrounds to participate in a 
community choir performance. 

Yvonne White, Manager of London 
Community Gospel Choir has been involved 
with the Blackheath Halls project throughout 
its four-year run. She told Scene: "It's a 
wonderful way to spend six weeks of your life. 
Every time I go to rehearsals for these things 
I'm always in wonderment to how people can 
come together with no singing experience 
and make these glorious harmonies and lead 
vocals in such a short space of time, it's nothing 
short of miraculous really." 

Every Monday evening, participants will be 
lead by members of the London Community 
Gospel Choir with a choir for adult members 
and local school children. The tutors will guide 
them through the different singing techniques 
and methods required to be part of a gospel 
choir. 

Yvonne reckons gospel can be universal: 
"Gospel seems to cross every genre, every age 
group, every religion," she said.

IF the TV schedule is 
k N anything to go by, finding 
◄ fame via a talent show is 
top of the agenda for the 
next generation. 

And in a clever twist on the famous 
tale, it’s the premise of Faust at 
Greenwich Theatre. 

John Ward, the director of the show 
which kicks off on September 18, told 
Scene : “Ricky Gervais was on the 
radio and said something that really 
interested me. He said school kids are 
saying that when they grow up they 
want to be famous, which isn’t really a 
job is it? It doesn’t require work. 

“Faust is like an early adaptation of 
the X Factor where someone sells their 
soul for more talent or recognition then 
they actually have.” 

The 16th century German legend 
tells the story of a successful man 
who’s dissatisfied with his life and 
consequently makes a deal with the 
Devil. 

The director reckons modern 
celebrities can relate. “James Corden 
is someone I noticed who commented 
on this, which I think connects to Faust 
quite well. After the success of Gavin 
and Stacey, he became very lonely and, 
he was drinking and partying. 

“He said something like T feel like my 
soul is broken’. Although he had all the 
stuff he thought he wanted, he wasn’t 
nourishing his soul. 

“Faust wants something instant, and 
when he actually gets it he’s very alone 
indeed - and starts to ruin other people’s 
lives. Once you’re in league with the 
Devil you become very selfish and in a 
way, that’s what fame is about now, it’s 
not about society as a whole.” 

The fable has been reworked over 
the ages, and John has decided to 
labour with the poetic adaptation from 
19th century German writer Johann

Wolfgang von Goethe, whose version was 
published in 1808. 

“I took a lot of inspiration from 
Disney. I thought of Fantasia, which 
is very instrumental, and Pinocchio. 
We’re setting Faust in very dark pubs. 
Anywhere the Devil would take him was 
dirty and unholy. In Pinocchio where 
they get taken off to the circus and 
there’s wood chips on the floor and crates 
and splinters.” 

One character sticks out in the director’s 
mind because of her integrity. Sixteen- 
year-old heroine Gretchen. 

“Gretchen falls in love with Faust in a 


completely chemical and holistic way. 
Then she has to battle with the fact 
that he isn’t a religious man. She’s my 
favourite character. 

“Although she doesn’t know about 
his deal, she feels the Devil’s presence 
around him, she has a really interesting 
sensitivity to how true his soul is, and her 
instincts are incredible.” 

It’s a moral journey with religious 
themes, says the director. 

“It’s a religious community that Faust 
disrupts. He sticks out like a sore thumb. 
He teaches us that people as a whole need 
to nourish their souls with things that 


aren’t superficial. Once you lose the soul, 
you lose perspective on how you should 
live. Faust taps into that modern idea 
of what life is and what will make you 
happy.” 

And if John had a choice, what would 
he trade his soul for? “If I had to sell my 
soul for anything it would be to play the 
piano. Its such an amazing instrument, I 
worship people who play the piano well.”

Rolling in 
British Isles 

THEY delivered their quips at bullet speed 
and had the audience in fits on the launch 
night of The One to Watch competition. Well, 
the good ones did, at least... 

The evening was a warm-up for a 12-week 
toe-to-toe stand-up showdown to showcase 
the country's best up-and-coming comics at 
Up the Creek. 

Among the best was Eric Lampaert. He 
had the weedy, quirky persona and look 
of Russell Brand and cracked the crowd up 
with his banter about always compared to a 
lady. He encouraged the audience to heckle 
some material for him, one responded with 
"You look like a great white shark that does 
basketball refereeing!" He used it to his 
advantage to invent'Jaws 5', a shark who could 
be a vegetarian, with a high metabolism rate 
and gangly teeth... 

Twelve acts were given six minutes each to 
win the crowd over. Some did so with their 
sharp, snappy wit, whilst a few failed miserably 
and made all the impact of a falling leaf on the 
Richter scale. 

Another highlight was Croydon bloke Tom 
Davis, who looked as though he'd stepped 
out of a Guy Ritchie film. The six-foot fella 
joked about coming from Croydon and what 
it means. He brought the house down with 
his version of how he'd have written the 
classic Charlie and the Chocolate Factory, with 
Charlie's dad being none too pleased about 
Grandpa Bucket's sudden recovery to attend 
the factory. 

Third in my top three acts was Dane Baptiste. 
He had a stoic, dry sense of humour, talking 
about attending the Edinburgh Festival and 
feeling like an oddball among a load of white 
people - "I felt like a Coco Pop in a bowl of Rice 
Crispies," he quipped. 

James Gill's off-the-wall paranoid scare-up 
was also very strong. 

But there were two acts that clearly hadn't read 
the brief, ie, to make people laugh. Adam Belbin 
made six minutes seem like an eternity with 
his high-pitched voice and socially awkward 
presence. He could have had so much material 
to use but kept dishing out lame jokes and 
concentrating on one member of the audience 
instead of working his way around. 

Susan Harrison, referred to on the night as 
'Meena the Horse', was a complete and utter 
bore. She wore a pretend unicorn horn, tail 
and held her hands like hooves. Her creation 
needs to be sent to the glue factory asap. The 
upper-class unicorn, apparently straight from 
stage school complete with horse cliches and 
metaphors, was frankly embarrassing and felt 
rather dated. 

But the good with the bad is what should 
make for a varied and entertaining competition 
that could unearth the next big thing. 7/10

ROYAL Greenwich 
residents can get a free 
health checks as part 
of a national screening 
programme. 

The checks involve 
routine health tests and 
some simple questions 
about medical history 
alongside advice and 
guidance on giving up 
smoking. People are being 
checked for early signs of 
heart disease, diabetes 
and other conditions at 
drop in sessions around 
the borough. 

As a part of the service, 
health professionals will 
look for early signs of 
heart disease, diabetes, 
stroke, cancer or kidney 
disease by testing blood 
pressure, cholesterol 
and Body Mass Index 
(BMI). Anyone found to 
be at high risk will be 
referred to their GP to 


be prescribed medication 
or supported to make 
healthy lifestyle changes 
including quitting 
smoking and exercising 
more. 

Mobile health checks 
are being held in 
supermarkets, libraries 
and at the workplace 
and take around 20 - 30 
minutes. 

Seventy-two year old 
Ted Carter went along to 
a similar health roadshow 
and featured in a recent 
health campaign to help 
people give up smoking. 

Ted had smoked 20 cigs 
a day for 50 years and his 
breathing had become 
increasingly difficult. 
The NHS Greenwich 
Stop Smoking Service 
advised him to use 
nicotine patches and their 
additional support made 
it easier for him to give 
up than he had expected. 


“The help and support was 
second to none,” he said. 

John Fahy, Royal 
Greenwich’s cabinet 
member for adults and 
older people, said: “Mobile 
health checks are the most 
quick and convenient way 
to get checked during 
your lunch hour or whilst 
shopping. People will be 
given personalised advice 
and lifestyle support 
with the key message 
being that small lifestyle 
changes can achieve big 
results.”

How the lettings policy works 

Housing applicants are placed within ‘Bands’ according 
to the Royal Borough of Greenwich’s policy for letting 
homes. Your band information is on the letter that the 
Council sent you when you registered, or when your 
circumstances changed. Property adverts say which band 
can apply and any other criteria. When all the bids are 
received, the property is then offered to: For properties 
advertised for band A and band B - the applicant who has 
had this priority status for the longest time. For properties 
advertised for band C applicants - the applicant who has 
been registered on the Council’s list for the longest time. 


BAND 

A is for applicants in unsatisfactory housing, including 
people moving due to demolition and those 
underoccupying their homes. 

B is for applicants the Royal Borough of Greenwich 
must prioritise according to the law, particularly 
homeless people, and others with an urgent need 
to move for medical or welfare reasons. 

C is for all applicants on the housing register, 

including those that are in priority bands A and B.

First, you’ve got to be on the housing waiting list to join the scheme.

It will be on the letter you’ve already had from the Royal Borough 
of Greenwich about the new scheme.

The phrase Fixed term 
tenancy will be used in the adverts to identify 
these properties. The tenancy details will be 
explained to you if you are successful when you 
view the property.

place on a daily basis, but 
ensure the boys’ education 
needs are met too.” 

The introduction of new 
academy regulations, 
known as the Elite Player 
Performance Plan (EPPP), 
has included significant 
investment over recent 
months in terms of coaches, 
support staff, infrastructure 
and equipment. 

The project is designed 
to move away from the 
traditional model where 
youngsters go to school 
all day and then train in 
the evenings, which is 
extremely demanding in 
terms of travelling time 
and puts pressure on 


parents to collect their sons 
from school, take them to 
training and then travel 
home late at night. 

Young players can 
receive up to 12 to 14 
hours of training per week 
instead of the current six 
hours. Joe Francis, the 
club’s head of education 
and welfare, said: “In their 
GCSE results for 2011/12, 
the academy had a 72 per 
cent A to C rate in maths 
and English, which ranked 
it as the best school in 
Greenwich. 

“It went from the worst 
to the best school in 18 
months, and is seen as 
one of the most improved 
schools in Britain. 

“The headteacher, Chris 


Tomlinson, once played 
semi-professionally for 
Aldershot Town and has 
a real understanding of 
the benefits of combining 
sport and learning under 
one banner. His whole 
ethos centres around 
personal learning, so 
whatever talent a pupil 
has, they are given the 
opportunity to pursue 
that alongside their core 
education.” 

Mr Tomlinson added: 
“I’m really pleased 
that this exciting new 
partnership has begun.
